material unless there is also that pre­ 
paredness of soul and

Mr,i n rilv h e a w sto re ’s do not kick 
ip an noe^n-like surf on a river, es- 
M cially at points w here the river is 
less than a third of a mile wide, as it 
is at Ram (660 yards), hut it occurs 
there nevertheless. The sailors of the 
Danube declare that of all the winds 
that blow, no other is of precisely the 
«ame character as the storm which 
they call the “kosava.” It blows “from 
below" upw ards,” scurrying across the 
imfnce of the w ater and then tw isting 
skyward, raising big waves and pro­ 
ducing a surf of really respectable 
proportions. 
Even th rt larger craft 
are much inconvenienced by it, and 
«mal! boats have no place 
on 
the 
river w-hen it breaks. 
To meet these conditions, the Ger­ 
man com m ander summoned a detach­ 
ment of G erm an pioneers from the 
North Sea. 
Most of them were born 
aud brought up on the w aterfront, 
and were fam iliar with the handling 
of boats in surf and high tides from 
"heir childhood. 
W ith .hem came a 
unm ber of s u rc o a ts . 
As it turned 
out. The kosava did not set in until 
after the last boatload of troops was

The crossing at Ram was less ex­ 
pansive than at Belgrade. 
The pio­ 
neers. as was the case at Belgrade, 
littered the most, but one consider­

The 
Serbians, completely fooled by sham 
n an o u v res at other points along the 
Hungarian shore, were looking for 
he main crossing at Orsova, where 
they had concentrated most of their 
available troops.

Washington, Jan. ll.—Whether the 
operation, ow nership and control of J 
a coal mine is 
interstate business 
wras the point involved in the suit of 
the Coronado Coal Co. 
against cer­ 
tain officials 
of 
the 
United Mine 
Workers of America. 
The plaintiffs 
asked damages in excess 
of $1,000,- 
000 for alleged destruction 
of prop­ 
erty as the result of labor ‘roubles. 
The suit never wras tried on its mer­ 
its. When it came up in tho United 
States district court at Fort Smith. 
Ark., the court sustained 
a demur­ 
rer of the defendants. The case went 
to the United States supreme court 
on an appeal by the plaintiff. 
The action was the outcome of a 
dispute between 
the 
United 
Mine 
Workers of America and the Bache- 
Denman coal syndicate, composed of 
the Coronado Coal Co., the Denman 
Coal Co., the 
Mammoth 
Vein Coal 
Co., the Bache-Denman Coal Co., the 
Hartford 
Coal 
Co., 
the 
Sebastian 
County Coal Co, the Mammoth Vein 
Royalty Co. and 
the 
Prairie Creek 
Mining Co., all of which wrere plain­ 
tiffs in the suit brought in <he name 
of Andrew* S. Dowd, receiver for the 
corporations. 
The climax of the 
differences be­ 
tween 
the 
miners 
and 
operators 
came on July 
17, 
1915, 
when the 
plants at Prairie 
Creek, 
Ark., were 
attacked, dynamited, 
fired 
and de­ 
stroyed 
and 
a 
battle 
of 
several 
hours* duration 
fought 
at 
Prairie 
Creek mine No. 
4 
betw*een 
the at­ 
tacking force and 
the 
mine guards 
and company employes. 
The mines 
and plants of 
the 
Mammoth Vein 
Coal Mining 
Co. 
and 
the 
Prairie 
Creek Co. were destroyed. 
On the next day, it is alleged, dy­ 
namite and fire were applied to the 
Hartford Coal Co.’s mine, and on the 
.day following the plant of the Coro­ 
nado Coal Co. at Ark oui w*as destroy­ 
ed by fire. The companies claimed a 
total actual damage of $427,820, 
but 
when the suit was draw*n under the 
Sherman anti-trust act the plaintiffs 
claimed damages for $1,288,462.31, or
